7. Claims 10,15,20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ten Kate (US 5,544,247). 
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8. Ten discloses a data expansion apparatus (fig.1 b) for expanding a data 
compressed composite information signal comprising: a receiver fig 1b); an input means 
for receiving the data compressed composite information signal (TRMM, 40); a data 
expansion means for data expanding the data compressed composite information signal 
(41 ,48,49,50) a retrieval means (57) for retrieving a replica of the first and second 
information and output means (105,106) for supplying the replica of the at least firs and 
second information signals(105,106); the data expansion means has a control input for 
receiving a control signal(42,1 02,45, 120).(see fig. 1b col. 9, lines 36-46, col. 1 1 , lines 
23-26 and col. 1 1 lines 35-65). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 -4, 5, 6-9,22, 1 4,24, 1 8-1 9 are allowed. 

10. Claims 11,12,13,16-17,23,25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
